SEEKS RE-ELECTION 


for Anyone Who Plans Cam- 
paign of Defamation. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 23.— Mayor Ed- 
ward J. Kelly announced his can- 
didacy for re-election last night, 
entering the. Democratic primary 
with a challenge to opponents who 
have charged he is a boss. 

“There is much work still to be 
done for Chicago,” Kelly said in a 
broadcast speech. “Anyone who 
may be contemplating a campaign 
of defamation wiil encounter the 
fight of their lives.”

Many Jews Hurt or Frozen in Con- 
centration Camps.

BERLIN, Dec. 23.—Thousands of 
Jews—many of them _ suffering 
from severe frost bite or other in- 
juries have returned home from 
concentration camps within the last 
two weeks to spend a cheerless 
Christmas, Exactly how many Jews 
have been released since the raids 
which followed the synagogue 
burnings Nov. 10 was not dis- 
closed. Jewish quarters, however, 
set the figure for all Germany at 
about 7000.

An amateur artist paints a bowl of fruit. Who wants to buy a pic- 
ture of a bowl of fruit? Tou can buy the real fruit for less than 650 
cents, and no artist can equal the real thing. Fruit isn't particularly in- 
teresting anyway. Nor are light and shadow effects, except to tech- 
ficlans. But human beings and animals are often fascinating. | 

A good artist will select human interest scenes before he ever sets 
up his easel. But most artists are like amateur camera enthusiasts. Did 
you ever observe the average person in his use ot a camera? He'll go 
on a picnic, snapping shots here, there and yon. At the end of a day he 
may have hundreds of snapshots, but not a single one of interest value 
to anybody outside of those on the picnic trip.

THE USE OF a camera is a quick test for weeding out the unfit 
among artists. If a man or woman cannot photograph human interest 
scenes, then there is little hope that they'll be creative artists. They 
may learn how to mix paints, but they'll never become more than tech- 


nicians.

prices in this world, regardless of whether it be in music, art or fiction, 


business, law or theology. 


Here is another bit of psychology for use of artists. Our interest 
in an object renders it psychologically heavier.
